LABOR DAY TRAFFIC DEATH 
TOLL REDUCED BY A SURGE 
OF SAFETY CONSCIOUSNESS 


By The Associated Press 


Labor Day holiday traffic deaths topped the 400 mark, "but a late 


surge of safety consciousness was credited today with "saving of »t 
least 40 lives." 


As late reports trickled in, an Associated Prest tabulation cover- 


ing the period from 6 p. m. (local time) Friday to midnight Monday 
showed there were at least 424 traffic deaths during the 78-hour week- 
end. There were 88 drownings and 71 deaths in a variety of accidents 
for an overall violent death toll of 5&3. 


The National Safety Council had estimated at leut 480 person* 


-iwould die in traffic mishap*. Mid- 


way through the holiday, 
when 


deaths were occurring at the rate 
of about five an hour, the council 
anticipated its dire forecast would 
be realized.

New Records Set at 
National Aircraft 
Show in Oklahoma 


' Oklahoma City 
(JP) — Five 


records set or announced at the 
National Aircraft Show here point- 
ed dramically to the advances 
in the aviation industry and the 
'new ]et-strength of the armed 
forces. 


The show was climaxed yester- 


day with the announcement that 
a Navy supersonic fighter plane 
— the Chance Vbught FU Cru- 
sader — has set a National speed 
record of 1,015-428 m.p.h. in win- 
ning the Thompson Trophy Race. 


The jet plane and the pilot who 


flew it to a record, Cmdr. Robert 
W. "Duke" Windsor, drew plaudits 
from the 41,070 air show specta- 
tors with a streaking demonstra- 
tion of the plane's speed and ma- 
neuverability. 


Windsor set the record Aug. 21 


in a timed flight over China Lake, 
Calif., pushing the Crusader to 1% 
times the speed of sound. 
He 


broke the former American record 
of 822.135 posted Aug. 20, 1955, by 
Air Force Col. Horace A. Hanes, 
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"The holiday traffic toll took a 
turn for the better at noon<on La- 
bor Day and the improvement con- 
tinued right on through- the end 
of the holiday." 


'It meant a saving of at least 40 


lives in the final toll," he said. 


In the 1955 Labor Day holiday, 


there were 439 traffic deaths. The 
record toll for any Labor Day holi- 
day was established in 1951 when 
461 were killed on the nation's 
highways and streets. 


The record traffic toll for any 


holiday period was 609 in 
the 


three-day Christmas holiday of 
1955.

Wettest m Record 


One of the wettest months 


of August on record has close- 
ly followed on the heels of one 
of the wettest Julys on record. 


A total of 9.07 inches of rain 


fell during the month which 
was climaxed by a deluge of 
1.39 Inches the final day. Pre- 
vious August rainfall has list- 
ed 8.65 inches In 1955, 2.98 
Inches in 1954 and 3.34 inches 
In 1935. 


A measureable amount of 


rairi fell on 17 days of August 
this year and the total precipi- 
tation of 9.07 Inches brought 
the total rainfall for the year 
to date to .a sopping 37.70 
inches, undoubtedly a new 
record. In July which saw only 
three days without rain, 7.31 
inches of rain fell. 


Five August days saw more 


than an inch of rain fall. Pre- 
ceding the flash flood of Aug. 
6th there were successive day 
falls of 1.20 and 1.73 inches. 
Then one Inch fell on the 19th, 
another 1.09 inches fell on the 
28th when another flash flood 
arrived and the weekend del- 
uge of 1.39 inches on Friday 
tripped the lever for 
the 


month's third flash flood. 


Although the Friday del- 


uges brought 
damages 
to

Once you build free 
roads no one will use toll roads." 


But McSorley maintains that he 


cannot see the end of Pennsyl- 
vania's -408-mile toll road system 
"in the near future." 


"I don't contemplate the federal 


government taking over toll road 
facilities immediately," 
he said.

Another part of the'1956 law 


provides that Congress will deter- 
mine in the future whether the 
government should "equitably re- 
imburse'' states for the costs of 
highways, "whether toll or free," 
added to the interstate system. 
But highways built before Aug. 2, 
194:7 are not eligible so the original 
160 turnpike miles from Irwin to 
Middlesex, opened in 1940, is ruled 
out for federal reimbursement. 


The 1955 Legislature authorized 


the Turnpike Commission to build 
a Sharon-Stroudsburg extension if 
financially possible. 
Several sur- 


veys have been completed but Mc- 
Sorley does not think it would be 
feasible "for many years to come 
from, the standpoint of financing 
by the Turnpike Commission." 


This drawing board project, call- 


ed the Keystone Shortway, has 
precipitated a boiling controversy. 
Interests along U. S. 6 are seeking 
inclusion of that route in the 90- 
10 aided freeway network.

say if it is left out the northern 
tier counties wall suffer a great 
economic blow. 


The Keystone Shortway Assn. 


supports the alternate shortway 
route for including on the inter- 
state system rather than TJ.

the first camp in the state's $250,- 
000 forestry conservation project 
for the rehabilitation of juveniles 
has 
been, delayed until "early 


fall." 


The State Forests a.nd Waters 


and Welfare departments, which 
will operate the camp for youths 
selected from inmates of state 
training schools, said the tenta- 
tive Labor Day opening: date had 
been abandoned. 


The first camp is being- estab- 


lished at Racoon State Park in 
Beaver County for inmates from 
the Pennsylvania Training- School 
at Morganza. • 


Richard Farrow of the Welfare 


Department's Juvenile S e c t i o n 
said that the delay was made nec- 
essary because a camp director is 
still being- sought. One person 
originally believed in line for the 
job has withdrawn. 


The two departments also are 


still seeking' other staff members 
including1 a social worker, work 
counsellors and maintenance help. 


An undetermined number of for- 


estry training- camps were author- 
ized by the 1955 Legislature. They 
are to help rehabilitate males be- 
twen 15 and 18 who are commit- 
ted to state training schools. 


The two departments also said 


that a. second camp in eastern 
Pennsylvania, possibly in Berks or 
Carbon County, is in' the planning 
stages. Its establishment would 
hinge upon results of the Beaver 
County camp. 


Conrad Lickel of the Forests 


and Waters Recreation Division, 
said that original plans to house 
the campers in six tentg has been 
abandoned in favor of using- cabin 
facilities left from CCC days. 


The change was made necessary 


because of the colder weather con- 
templated when the camp begins 
operations.

that students are not the only persons who will have 
to be on their toes to help guard against accidents. 


Because of amendments to the State school bus " 


regulations, motorists should keep in mind that they 
are not permitted to pass a school bus while it is 
loading or discharging passengers—and this applies 
to borough as well as the open highways. 


As has been pointed out in the past, all school 


buses are supposed to be equipped with clearance 
lamps that will be flashing while students are loading 
or being discharged from the vehicles. Traffic must be 
halted while the signal lights are in operation. 


While we're on the subject of helping to safeguard 


the kiddies, officers of the Warren County Motor Club 
deserve a special word of praise for the "School's Open 
Drive Carefully" campaign which has already been 
inaugurated through the colorful posters that have 
been placed in conspicuous spots near the buildings, 
and bumper strips bearing the message which are 
being distributed to car owners.

specific things that motorists are being asked to do

Both Parties Tune Up Siren 
Songs to Woo Labor Vote

T?7ASHINGTON^-(NEA)— Labor Day's principal interest this yeaf 
™ is that it opens the political campaign for 17 millipn organized 
workers' votes. All signs point to a real battle for them too. 


By tradition the Democratic party is supposed to be organized 


labor's champion. But the Eisenhower administration is now claim- 
ing that Republicans are labor's best friends. 


They point to record employment, high wages and a labor union 


increase of two million members as their proof. 


They have loosed a team of their ablest liberals to hammer home 


these points. 


Sen. Clifford P. Case of New Jersey was moved into Detroit ahead 


of Democratic Presidential Candidate Adlai Stevenson's scheduled 
Labor Day appearance there. Case's assignment was to keynote the 
organizing session of a new Eisenhower Labor Committee. 
, Case's main theme is that the Republicans have done twice as 
much for organized labor in their three and a half years-in office 
as the Democrats did in twice that period. 


HIS CHARGE AGAINST the Democrats is that, in spite of their 


pro-labor mouthpieces, reactionary Southern Democrats have 
blocked school aid, immigration act revision and the civil rights 
program backed by the big labor organizations. 


As a matter of record, both parties have their violently anti-labor 


members. For every Sen. James Eastland (D-Miss) there is a Sen. 
Barry Goldwater (R-Ariz). 


When appealing for labor votes, both parties keep these extremists 
under the platform. 


The Democratic case is based principally on the lact that the 


Taft-Hartley labor relations act was passed by the Republican 80th 
Congress, over President Truman's veto. That 17 Democratic sena- 
tors and 103 Democratic representatives voted for the bill on origi- 
nal passage usually isn't mentioned. 


But aside from this, the Democrats can claim that many of the 


pro-labor measures passed during the Eisenhower administration 
were stepped up by Democratic action. 


For instance, the Democrats raised the minimum wage from the 


Eisenhower-proposed 90 cents an hour to $1. Social security benefits 
were likewise increased over the Eisenhower program. Extension 
of unemployment insurance, workmen's compensation and benefits 
to federal employes also had decisive Democratic support. 


AS FAR AS PROMISES for the future are concerned, both Dem- 


ocratic and Republican platforms for this year offer: 


Equal pay for equal work regardless of sex. Greater aid to the 


physically handicapped. More protection for migratory workers. 
Assistance to the unemployed in distressed areas. Raising of Fair 
Labor Standards act guarantees. 


The Republicans outpromise the Democrats on Che ending of 
racial discrimination in employment. 
' 


On two points the Democrats outpromise the Republicans: Another 


minimum wage rise, to SI.25 an hour to meet increases in the cost 
of living. Outright repeal of the Taft-Hartley act and its authoriza- 
tion of state "right to work" laws. 


The GOP merely promises to amend the Taft-Hartley law in 


accordance with President Eisenhower's recommendations, which 
Congress has refused to act on for the last three years. 


THE BIG DIFFERENCE this year is that the Republicans want 


labor's support. They want to- remove the old curse that the GOP 
is anti-labor. The party makes much of polls that say 56 per cent 
of the union members favor Eisenhower's re-election.

A long standing feud between 


Stateline and Skyline 
Speedway 


Ovals near Sugar Grove erupted 
Sunday night at 
Skyline when 


drivers protested the 
disallowing 


of points earned at the other track 
and angry fans swarmed onto the 
speedway blocking the main 100- 
ap feature until after midnight. 


The first Indication of the im- 


pending storm arose in the High 
Point Race, when the top drivers 
in the point standings compete in 
a match race. When the roll call 
for drivers was made, Gus Nelson 
of Bradford who ranks third and 
Joe Sauner of Jamestown who is 
seated sixth, were not called. Both 
drivers immediately 
wanted 
to 


know why, and were informed that 
their points (in the case of Nelson 
totaling nearly 1,500 or approxi- 
mately $500 in cold cash) had been 
pulled because they had raced on 
Saturday nights at an off-circuit 
local track. 


Both drivers subsequently pull- 


ed their cars from the competition 
in protest and were Joined by sev- 
en other popular drivers who went 
out on sympathy strike. The driv- 
ers had been previously threaten- 
ed with this procedure by Wayne 
Bullers if they did not compete at 
Olean rather than local tracks, and 
had decided the long haul to Olean 
was unprofitable. (Bullers repre- 
sents a f three circuit combine in- 
cluding Skyline and Olean but not 
Stateline which held races Satur- 
day night). 


The walk-out of drivers dropped 


the field for the 100-lap feature to 
only 11 cars and as they lined up 
on the track, word of the revolt 
filtered through the 
stands. 
As

starter's green flag, the fans flood- 
ed the track and the hassel was 
underway.

and waters; Dr. Berwyn F. Mat- 
tison, state health secretary; Wil- 
ham Voigt, executive director of 
the State Fish Commission, and 
other state officials.

During June, 1956 


On-the-job accidents in Penn- 


sylvania industries fataUy injured 
67 workers during June 1956, John 
R. Torquato, Secretary of Labor 
and Industry 
announced today. 


This compares with 56 fatalities 
reported in May and 65 in June 
1955. 


Lost-time injuries reported to 


the Bureau of Workmen's Com- 
pensation totalled 7,373 in June. 
While this wag 61 per cent less 
than the 7,854 disabling injuries 
recorded in May, it was 3 3 per 
cent over the total of 7,139 for 
June 1955. Comparison with the 
average figure for 1955 shows this 
month's total at a level 5.4 per 
cent higher. 
, More than 58 per cent, or 4,283 
disabling injuries occurred in Non- 
manufactunng industries. This in- 
cludes 55 deaths, or 82.1 per cent 
of the total fatalities. Construction 
and contracting firms reported 
921 work 
injuries of which 10 


proved to be fatal cases. Retail 
trade workers suffered injuries in 
661 cases and 529 state and mu- 
nicipal employees were disabled 
during the month of June. Eight 
workers were killed in anthracite 
mines, eight in transportation in- 
dustries other than railroads and 
six died in bituminous mine mis- 
haps. Among state and municipal 
employees there were seven fatal- 
ities. 


Manufacturing 
industries 
re- 


ported 3,090 lost-time injuries in- 
cluding 12 fatal cases. Iron and 
steel industries led this group with 
413 injuries in the primary fer- . 
roug metals category and 583 in! 
fabricated iron and steel produc- 
tion. 
Transportation equipment 


manufacturers reported 349 work- 
ers disabled and 337 employees in 
food and kindred products firms 
lost time from their jobs. 


Twenty-four workers were kill- 


ed in motor vehicle accidents in 
June A total of 924 workers suf- 
fered disabling injuries as a result 
of accidents 
involving 
vehicles 


used in industry. In 697 cases, ac- 
cidents were caused by working 
surfaces, 696 employees were hurt 
while operating power working 
machines, and 643 injuries occur- 
red while using hand tools. Agen- 
cies causing accidents were de- 
fective in 44 per cent of the cases 
reported and 414 per cent were 
the result of hazardous arrange- 
ment, procedure, etc. 


Kind of Accident—Over 80 per 


cent, or 2,226 workers were in- 
jured when struck by objects. Slip- 
ping and over-exertion accounted 
for 20.9 per cent, or 1,543 of the 
cases reported in June.

Health Officials 
Watching Sleeping 
Sickness Outbreaks 


Washington (J5P)—Public health 


officials are watching with con- 
cern, but without great alarm, 
spotty outbreaks of sleeping sick- 
ness among men and 
animals 


across the country. 


The concern comes from 
the 


fact that sleeping sickness, a form 
of encephalitis, is often fatal. But 
the number of cases reported so 
far in 1956 was classed by special- 
ists as about average, although 
there are disturbing 
concentra- 


tions in some places 


The New York State Racing 


Commission has prohibited 
ship- 


ment of race horses into the state 
from anywhere in New England, 
because of a reported outbreak of 
sleeping sickness there. 


A recent Associated Press sur- 


vey 
showed sleeping 
sickness 


among men, animals, or both re- 
ported this year in 20 states. At 
least six human fatalities were re- 
ported; in a seventh the diagnosis 
was not positive. 


The reports gave a total of 447 


cases of encephalitis among hu- 
mans. However, 357 of these came 
from California with the notation 
they had not all been typed. Dr. 
Carl Dauer of Public Health Serv- 
ice headquarters here said that 
almost certainly 
only a few of 


these cases were true 
sleeping 


sickness. 
, Dr. Bauer expressed the opinion 
that most of the 52 cases reported 
in Ohio, the ,next highest state to- 
tal, were also not sleeping sick- 
ness. 


The fatalities attributed to the 


disease were two each in Missouri 
and Massachusetts, and one each 
in Klaho and Maryland.. A third 
death in Massachusetts wag tenta- 


tively diagnosed aa due to sleeping 
sickness. 


There is no treatment for sleep- 


ing sickness that has proved ef- 
fective, the specialists agreed. A 
vaccine has been developed which 
protects horses from developing 
the disease, but there Is no mass 
vaccination of humans. 


The virus that causes th« dis- 


ease is believed to live on, year 
after year, In wild birds that do 
not 
themselves 
develop Bleeping 


sickness. Mosquitoes transmit the 
virus from birds to men and ani- 
mals, especially horses. Men do 
not catch the disease from horses, 
but an outbreak among horses is 
nevertheless a danger signal, since 
the same mosquitoes can carry the 
same virus from the same sources 
to humans.
